momentous au those threatened by the 
urrender would have been. Those dieas- 
rons, humiliating consequences ol weak- 
ees and ignorence are detailed below in a 
rightful narrative of carnage. 


Threatening demonstrations ol the riot- 
re, early yesterday morning, revealed that 
le outraged cry of tho people had not 
ured them as completely as it frightened 
"'ammany. Sullen groups gathered on 
le street corners in threatened districts 
r in the localities where the Irish reside 
n greatest numbers. Among these groups 
romen were most conspicuous by the TO- 
emenoe with which they denounced Or* 


angemeo, police and soldiers alike ; and 


ildren of both eexea gathered about 


hem. The men generally were gruff and 
lent, evidently ungry that tbeir opportu- 


nities for pillage had been wrested from 


lem by the enforced action of the men 


whom they had made Mayor and Governor. 
"Separate gangs of ruQi;tos, six or eight in 


umber, moved from street to street, eager 
like for fight or pillugo. At the several 
endezvons of tho Hibernians many bore

In onu or two instances 
ovementa wero made against the houses 
f men who had protected the Orangemen 
uring the riots of last year, but as tbe 
loters were without leadership they grad- 
aHy dispersed before carrying their 
breata into execution. Attacks were 
ade by the' rioters on one or two armor- 
es where arms were known to be stored, 
ut the resistance of a few determined po- 
oemen cowed the mob. The rioters were 
ioioua and fierce enough for any purpose, 
nt , it was plain they were without the 
rgani/.atioD they boasted. Still their de- 
monstrations wero so threatening before 


D o'clock that tho police were compelled 
o eeiza Hibernia Hull, and Gen. Shaler 
ailed for a regiment of troope from 
rooklvn, where, as in Jersey City, all 
lad been comparatively quiet. 


While the'mob was without direction at 
U, divided counsels almost wholly des- 
royed the effectiveness of tho troops and 
police., There does not appear to have 
Ken perfect consonance of action between 
be Superintendent of Police and the 
/ommander of tho Militia, and to this fact 
•ill eventually be traced many of tho blun 
era which have aided to make the riot 
tie jmost serious in its consequences. 
ioth police and troops wero eager to do 
heir full duty; there was_no sympathy in 
he ranks with rioters.

The police in the 


leld bebaved with all the readiness that 
ooold be expooted or asked of them, and 
were admirably bundled; but it is not to 
,he credit of headquarters, but ot the of- 
ioers who handled thorn m the field, that 
bey made no glaring blunders, and be 
haved with euch dariug. But, while the 
roops were animated by the same spirit 
which actuated the police, it in a mutter o( 
dot that they were most bunglingly man-

Abont noon the fact became known that 


he Orangemen had resolved to parade, 
starting from, their lodge in Eighth ave- 
nue and Twenty-ninth street, and thither 
he rioters from all points of the city be- 
gan to concentrate. Many marched in 
ar>e bodies through the principal streets, 
undisperBed. A large police force had 
ireriously been Bent there, and these kept 
be rioters at a distance. Liter in the 
lay five regiments of troops marched to 
be same point, and by two o'clock the en- 
ire brigade and a large body of police had 
brmcd in Eighth avenue, hemmed in at 
all the cross streets by an angry mob.

by Mr. Robert Bonner for Mo horses has 
been completed, and is at present occu- 
pied by tbe king of the road, Dexter, tho 
beautiful Pocahontas, the veteran Peerless, 
the coming wonder, Mambriuo Bertie and 
Lantern. Mr. Buuner has built the stables 
close to his residence, so as to have it un- 
der his immedinto observation; it is loca- 
ted on the north side of Fifty-fifth street, 
near Fifth avenue, being 105 feet deep, 
with a front of.50 feet oa Fifty-fifthttreet, 
on which the main entrance is situated. 
The building is one of tbe best, hand- 
somest and most convenient of the numer- 
ous handsome stable*, in this

city. It is so well built and finished

YBBTKBDAY'S 


Fromtbs New York lias* 


Yesterday's procession of the members 


of the Orange Lodge Gideon from their 
leadqoarters on Twenty-eighth street to 
the Cooper Institute, will take rank 
among the utont remarkable historical 
spectacles which this city has ever wit- 
nessed. .In one aspect it was sublime. 
One hundred and sixty adapted citizens of 
New York were escorted in a brief parade 
by about 800 policemen and 2 200 aoldPers 
of the State militia. It recalled the ap- 
palling tenacity of the existence of nation- 
nl feuds, and the terrible penalties that 
arc inseparable from national Ignorance. 
And more clearly still, it showed us how 
slender is the barrier that separates ns 
from tbe wildest excesses of mob rule. 
The imposing strength of the escort re- 
quired for that little band of Irish Prot- 
estants, was a measure of the strength of 
the enemies of society whom they ware 
called upon to resist. It wss a measure, 
too, o< the political rascality which has 
cajoled and flattered the dregs of onr 
population till they presumed to inflict 
on no the last degradation which a free 
people can suffer, and of the traitorous im- 
becility which contributed the only thing 
that was wanting to swell their insolence 
and to folly inflame their sanguinary d«-

The whole 
of the walls are lined from floor to ceiling 
with wamscotting oi alternate strips of 
black walnut and .yellow pine. Passing 
on to the stable proper we find two beau- 
tiful ranges of loose boxes, five ca each 
side, with a wide apace bet ween leading to 
the rear entrance. Eich of these boxes is 
ten feet by eleven. The partitions be- 
tween are very lofty and surmounted on 
top by ornamental iron work. 
la 


front of the boxes the woodwork only 
goes 
about 
half 
as 
high, 
and 


the open ironwork is consequently deeper. 
The finish inside the boxes is of iron and 
hard wood, without projections for » bores 
to lay hold of or to strike against. The 
ventilation of the stable is excellent, while 
the light ia tempered to a nicety. The 


hole floor of the building rests; upon a 


bed of cement twelve inches thick, and 
impervious to rats and other vermin. 
Under the boxes there are floors specially 
designed for drainage, cleanliness, and 
the level standing of the horses. 
The 


under floor is solid, laid precisely like 
the deck of a ship, caulked and paved, 
•o as to be water-tight. Upon this 
floor there is a fall of four inches from 
back to front, to run off water, etc. Upon 
it rests a false floor, iu two halves, hinged 
so ss to throw up and expose the tight 
floor below to be cleaned. The slat* of 
the false floor are about half an inch 
apart, and, being five inches thick at the 
front of the boxes and one inch thick at 
the back, a level surface for the footing 
and bedding of the horses ia obtained. 
Everything about the building is of that 
complete, chaste and substantial order 
which ia 10 characteristic of iff. Bonner 
both in business and pleasure.

EDITORS HNBALD:—In common with 


every good citizen of every creed or party, 
I deprecate and denounce the conduct of 
all who in any manner took part in or 
encouraged the attack on tho Orange pro- 
cession.
